We  have  two  American  teachers,  Mrs.  it 
Miller  and  Mrs.  McCain.  Two  Chinese  teachers, 

Mr.  Young  and  Mr.  Joe,  both  University  grad-  A 

uates. 

The  Chinese  boys  and  girls  in  our  Mission  G 
School  are  kind  and  polite  in  their  bearing.  We  ni 
have  53  pupils  enrolled.  At  noon  a  good  hot  p 
lunch  is  served  to  about  55.  The  day  pupils  <i 
pay  15  cents  each. 

Now,  what  is  our  responsibility  to  the  stranger 
in  our  midst?  Our  duty,  no,  1  will  not  use  that  b 
word.  Duty  is  iron,  privilege  is  golden.  So  our 
privilege  is  to  lead  these  young  people  in  our  a 
midst  to  Christ.  To  point  them  to  “The  lamb 
of  God  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world. 

If  they  give  their  hearts  to  Him  while  young, 
it  means  a  life  spent  in  His  service.  If  we  do 
I  not  plant  the  good  in  their  lives,  the  bad  will 
spring  up.  I  feel  that  we  who  are  workers  in  ’ 
our  Chinese  Mission  School,  are  planting  the 
seed  that  later  will  yield  30,  60  and  100  fold. 

In  my  work  among  the  young  people  in  the 
Dormitory,  my  foundation  stone  is  love.  Love 
is  reciprocal.  A  little  7-year-old  girl  in  my  room  • 
one  day,  looking  up  to  me  said,  “You  love  me, 

1  love  you — you  my  cousin."  How  that  touched 
my  heart.  She  lid  not  say,  I  love  you  and  you 
love  me,  but  she  put  it  the  other  way,  You  love 
me,  I  love  you.  She  felt  it  and  that  brought  out 
her  love,  “you  my  cousin.”  I  think  she  meant 
she  loved  me  as  if  I  was  one  of  her  own  family. 

Every  morning  at  the  breakfast  table.  1  have 
a  short  devotional  with  them.  I  have  my  Bible 
so  they  may  know  what  1  say  is  from  the  Bible. 

1  quote  a  verse  then  have  them  all  repeat  it  in 
concert.  I  explain  the  verse  to  them,  tell  them 
they  must  begin  the  day  with  God,  and  close 
with  a  short  prayer.  Oh,  my  heart  is  so  ful 
of  the  work.  Now  we  all  know  co-operation  is 
the  key  to  success,  so  we  want  your  co-operation 
and  prayers.  Right  here  too  much  love  and 
praise  can  not  be  bestowed  upon  Dr.  Eavenson 
for  his  untiring  efforts  in  the  upbuilding  of  t  e 
Chinese  Mission.  He  is  the  power  behind  the 
throne.

\  REQUEST  THAT  WILL  BE  PRESENTED 
TO  THE  STATE  CONVENTION 

The  First  Baptist  Church  at  Oxford  is  facing 
the  necessity  of  remodeling  its  present  church 
building  or  of  constructing  a  new  building.  A 
committee,  which  has  worked  at  the  matter  for 
some  eighteen  months,  has  recommended  a  new 
building,  and  the  Church  has  adopted  that  recom¬ 
mendation.  The  problem  of  financing  the  build¬ 
ing  work  is  a  serious  one. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  over  four 
hundred  students  at  the  University  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  who  are  of  Baptist  preference;  and  consid¬ 
ering  the  further  fact  that  these  students  make 
up  not  only  about  one-third  of  the  Baptist  con¬ 
stituency  with  which  the  church  at  Oxford  works, 
but  that  they  also  make  up  nearly  one-third  of 
the  University  student  body;  the  church  there¬ 
fore  feels  that  it  is  justified  in  asking  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  to  help  finance  the  building  pro 
gram.  A  further  consideration  in  making  this 
request  is  that  a  larger  and  more  adequate  build¬ 
ing  is  necessary  because  of  the  presence  of  these 
students,  although  the  students  themselves  are 
unable  to  contribute  much  to  the  finances  of  the 
church.  One  more  fact  is  that  these  students 
come  from  all  sections  of  the  State,  which  makes 
the  matter  of  providing  church  facilities  for  them 
i  a  state-wide,  not  simply  an  Oxford,  Baptist  priv 
ilege  and  obligation. 

With  these  facts  in  mind,  the  First  Baptist 
Church  at  Oxford  is  planning  to  request  the 
-  Mississippi  Baptist  State  Convention  to  con 
tribute  3d  per  cent  of  whatever  is  expended  oi 
a  Baptist  Church  building  program  in  Oxford 
the  total  to  be  appropriated  by  the  State  Con 
y  vention.  however,  not  to  exceed  $15,000.00,  two- 
:  thirds  of  which  to  be  cash,  payable  on  a  basis 
f  of  30  [>er  cent  of  the  building  expenditures  as 
such  are  made,  anil  one-third  of  the  total  payable 
in  equal  amounts  during  the  years  of  1040,  1941, 

:e  and  1942. 

The  Church  at  Oxford  plans  to  make  this  re- 
a  quest  direct,  to  the  Convention  at  its  session  in 
Jackson.  November  15-17,  1938,  because  the 
C  Church  realizes  that  the  request  is  somewhat 
Id  unusual,  and  that  therefore  the  State  Convention 
Board,  which  usually  handles  church  building  ap- 
lv  plications,  might  not  feel  authorized  to  make 
such  an  appropriation.

Jesus  puts  it  m  the  3g 
strongest  words  possible:  “Even  as  the  Fat  er  ha 
hath  loved  me,  I  also  have  loved  you:  abide !  in 
my  love.  If  ye  keep  my  commandments  ye  shall  ^ 
abide  in  my  love;  even  as  I  have  kept- my  Father  8  as 
commandments  and  abide  in  his  love  .  .  .  Greater  ^ 
love  hath  no  man  than  this  that  he  lay  down  his  ^ 
life  for  his  friends.  Ye  are  my  friends  if  ye 
do  the  things  1  command  you.  No  longer  do  1  ^ 

call  you  servants  but  friends.  ^ 

The  “friends"  of  Jesus  are  admitted  to  his  ^ 
most  intimate  fellowship.  They  are  the  recipients  Q] 
of  all  that  he  has  to  communicate.  He  says,  I  b_ 
have  called  you  friends,  for  all  things  that  I 
heard  from  the  Father  I  have  made  known  unto 
you.”  He  lays  down  his  life  for  them,  and  will 
withhold  no  good  thing  from  them.  "He  that 
spared  not  his  own  Son  but  delivered  him  up  » 
for  us  all,  how  shall  he  not  with  him  freely  give  « 
us  all  things.” 

Tut  there  is  one  condition  of  the  friendship

HOME  BOARD  APPOINTS  SIX  NEW 
MISSIONARIES 

Six  new  missionaries,  all  of  whom  will  work 
on  Spanish-speaking  fields,  were  appointed  by 
the  Home  Mission  Board  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  its  executive  committee  in  Atlanta,  Novem¬ 
ber  7. 

Four  other  workers  were  named  to  fill  va¬ 
cancies,  thus  making  ten  appointments  at  the 
November  meeting. 

Total  receipts  for  ten  months  of  the  year  have 
been  *444, 094.17,  the  report  of  Dr.  J.  B.  Law¬ 
rence,  executive  secretary-treasurer,  showed. 
This  total  represents  an  increase  of  $18,249.12, 
or  slightly  over  4  per  cent,  over  the  same  period 
for  last  year.  Income  for  October  amounted  to 
$23,965.85,  Doctor  Lawrence  stated.

CHINESE  CONVERT  WINS  OTHERS 
By  Shau  Van  Lee 


Home  Missions  is  not  simply  a  matter  of  emo¬ 
tional  concern  or  evangelistic  zeal;  it  is  an  essen¬ 
tial  part  of  our  world  program  for  Christ.  A 
saved  homeland  holds  the  key  to  a  world’s  sal¬ 
vation. 


Shortly  after  coming  to  this  field  under  the 
appointment  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  I  met 
a  young  man  who  had  just  recently  come  to  this 
country  from  China.  He  was  from  a  non-Chris¬ 
tian  home.  I  spoke  to  him  about  trusting  (  hrist 
as  Saviour.  He  became  very  interested,  and 
asked  that  I  teach  him  to  pray. 

Each  time  I  went  to  the  store,  he  was  most 
eager  that  I  remain  for  a  meal,  for  when  I  did, 
the  proprietor  would  ask  me  to  give  thanks  be¬ 
fore  the  meal.  This  young  man  soon  became  a 
Chrstian  and  was  baptized. 

I  urged  that  he  undertake  to  bring  someone 
else  to  Christ.  He  began  by  bringing  a  com¬ 
panion  to  the  Bible  School  each  Sunday  and  this 
boy  also  became  a  Christian.  He  is  working  on 
another  prospect  now,  and  I  am  praying  that  he 
will  be  able  to  win  at  least  one,  perhaps  more, 
each  year. 


REV.  G.  LEE  PHELPS  CLAIMED  BY  DEATH 

The  death  of  Rev.  G.  Lee  Phelps  on  October 
19  ended  the  life  of  one  who  for  more  than  a 
generation  had  given  devoted  service  to  the  In¬ 
dian  mission  fields  in  Oklahoma. 

Born  in  Missouri,  January  1,  1864,  Brother 
Phelps  ran  away  from  home  to  the  Indian  Ter¬ 
ritory  at  the  age  of  twelve,  and  had  engaged  in 
missionary  work  since  1893. 

Writing  in  The  Baptist  Messenger,  Dr.  L.  C. 
Routh  gives  the  following  account  of  the  funeral 
service  in  Wetumpka,  Oklahoma. 

“Dr.  J.  W.  Beagle,  representing  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
who  himself  has  rendered  fruitful  service  among 
the  Indians,  voiced  the  grateful  appreciation  of  a 
multitude  of  Baptists  throughout  the  land  who 
loved  Brother  Phelps  devotedly.  From  every  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  state  friends  of  Brother  Phelps  had 
journeyed  to  Wetumpka  to  share  with  the  family 
their  poignant  bereavement.  As  Doctor  Beagle 
talked,  scarcely  able  to  control  his  emotions,  the 
congregation,  Indians  and  whites  alike,  sobbed 
as  they  realized  that  their  good  friend  and 
brother  was  gone. 

“Doctor  Beagle  told  us  that  Brother  Phelps 
had  a  distinct  impression  some  time  ago  that  he 
was  nearing  the  end  of  his  earthly  journey,  al¬ 
though  up  to  the  last  day  of  his  presence  with 
us  he  was  about  the  Father’s  business.  More 
than  two  weeks  before  his  death  he  wrote  in¬ 
structions  for  his  funeral— the  brethren  who 
should  conduct  the  service,  the  brethren  who 
should  sit  on  the  platform,  the  pallbearers,  the 
songs,  and  other  details.  Two  of  the  songs  were 
by  the  Indians  in  their  own  tongue.  There  was 
an  inexpressible  pathos  in  their  melody  which 
touched  every  heart.

NEW  CUBAN  BROADCAST  HAS  FINE 
RECEPTION 

Enthused  by  reports  of  the  reception  of  his 
first  radio  service,  Dr.  M.  N.  McCall,  superin¬ 
tendent  of  Home  Mission  work  in  Cuba,  writes 
that  this  new  feature  of  mission  work  in  Ha¬ 
vana  will  be  a  regular  effective  avenue  of  ap¬ 
proach  to  non-believers. 

“From  all  around  Havana  and  suburbs  news 
has  come  of  groups  who  listened  in — our  own 
people  and  others,"  he  says.  “One  young  man 
said  his  family  that  never  goes  to  church  heard 
all  the  service.  One  church  member  who  had 
no  radio  asked  to  be  allowed  to  use  a  neighbor’s, 
with  the  result  that  the  neighbor's  family  listened 
also. 

“Brother  Corujedo  from  Matanzas  said  he 
asked  in  his  last  night’s  service  how  many  had 
listened,  and  37  held  up  their  hands.  We  have 
had  several  messages  from  Matanzas  province, 
several  from  Santa  Clara.  From  Placetas  the 
pastor  wrote  that  people  listened  there,  and  the 
service  was  as  clear  as  if  it  were  right  by.  That 
is  almost  the  extreme  end  of  our  field. 

“Two  of  the  most  gratifying  reports  were  from 
isolated  places.  From  a  beach  where  no  services 
of  any  kind  are  ever  held,  an  isolated  Baptist 
hi  other  wrote  that  he  had  heard  the  service  with 
great  satisfaction.  From  San  Luis,  in  Pinar  del 
Rio  province,  where  we  used  to  have  a  mission 
and  abandoned  it  for  lack  of  means.  Brother 
Leonardo  Marmol  wrote  that  he  and  his  family 
had  heard  with  great  joy.  I  suppose  it  has  been 
a  long  time  since  he  has  attended  a  service.

This  contradiction  between  practice  and  theory

Dictator  Is  Genial 

As  I  entered  his  office.  Colonel  Batista  rose 
!mm  behind  a  flat-topped  desk  and  greeted  me 
with  smiling  cordiality.  A  simple  army  uniform 
set  off  his  robust  figure.  His  handshake  was 
Tarm.  His  handsome  brown  face  re  ec 
friendliness  and  intelligence.  A  powerfully-built 
man  in  the  thirties.  I  found  him  one  of  the 
most  attractive  personalities  I  had  ever  eneoun- 
ered.  With  his  straight  black  hair  and  black 
‘yes,  his  countenance  had  that  suggestion  of 
the  Asiatic  which  seems  to  mark  almost  all  the 
American  aborigines. 

Batista  was  entirely  lacking  in  the  affectation

Batista  asserted  that  education  has  two  func¬ 
tions:  namely,  discipline  and  instruction.  It  is 
his  strong  emphasis  upon  the  “need  for  dis¬ 
cipline”  that  has  aroused  the  fear  of  liberal 
thinkers.  But  only  long-time  observers  of  the 
Cuban  scene,  with  its  vari-colored,  shuffling 
population,  now  seeming  utterly  lacking  in  am¬ 
bition  and  energy,  now  flaring  into  violence, 
will  appreciate  Cuba's  dire  need  of  discipline. 

Discipline  Given  Stress 

The  army  school  curriculum  contains  some 
military  exercises,  but  from  my  inquiries  I 
judged  that  they  were  the  simple  disciplinary- 
kind,  -teaching  order,  physical  smartness  and 
cleanliness,  and  obedience  to  authority.  I  found 
no  evidence  of  the  inculcation  of  militarism  (such 
as  prevails  in  Italy)  into  juvenile  Cuban  minds. 

“The  problem  of  public  health,”  Colonel  Ba¬ 
tista  went  on,  “is  closely  connected  with  the 
educational  problem.  We  are  trying  to  teach 
the  individual  to  preserve  his  own  health,  as¬ 
sisting  him  with  all  pocsible  mechanical  and 
other  methods. 

“Hospitals  are  not  our  greatest  need;  we  must 
go  to  the  source  of  the  trouble,  which  is  the 
primitive  style  of  living  of  our  poor  people.  We 
are  receiving  the  cooperation  of  all  social  groups 
for  installation  of  bacteriological  laboratories. 
We  are  sending  health  missionaries,  both  men 
and  women,  through  the  rural  districts,  giving

Cities’  Health  Better

The  Shek  Lung  railway  bridge 
between  Canton  and  Hong  Kong  has 
had  more  than  one  thousand  bombs 
dropped  “at  it”  since  they  began 
bombing  here  in  South  China  a  year 
ago,  and  they  have  not  hit  it  yet. 
Some  record  for  accuracy,  eh?  No 
wonder  they  have  hit  so  few  of 
their  “avowed  targets”  in  Canton 
citv,  hut  have  slaughtered  and  de¬ 
stroyed  the  people  in  their  homes. 

1  was  in  Canton  for  nearly  a  week’s 
stay  just  a  short  time  ago,  and  saw 
some  of  the  havoc  wrought  by  their 
indiscriminate  bombing.  I  he  east¬ 
ern  section  of  the  city  is  almost  en- 
tierly  deserted — especialy  the  Tung 
Shan  district  but  as  one  gets  nearer 
Shameen.  the  British  Concession,

scores  of  bombs  rained  in  some 
parts.

CONVENTION  SERMON 


(Continued  from  page  1) 

The  greatness  and  terribleness  of 
sin  and  its  consequences  almost  make 
the  heart  of  one  stand  still.  Sin  did 
stop  the  heart  of  Jesus.  The  fact 
that  sin  is  against  God  makes  it 
vicious;  the  fact  that  it  is  universal 
makes  it  great.  “There  is  none 
righteous,  no,  not  one.”  “For  all 
have  sinned,  and  fall  short  of  the 
glory  of  God.”  Then  all  men  are 
lost,  “dead  in  trespasses  and  in  sin,” 
and  unable  in  themselves  to  bring 
themselves  back  to  God.  Hence  the 
greatest  of  all  sins- — the  root  sin, 
the  mother  sin — is  the  sin  of  unbe¬ 
lief.  “He  that  believeth  on  him  is 
not  judged:  he  that  believeth  not 
hath  been  judged  already,  because 
he  hath  not  believed  on  the  name 
of  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God." 
The  penalty  for  such  sin  is  hell. 
“Then  shall  he  say  also  unto  them 
on  the  left  hand,  'Depart  from  me, 
ye  cursed,  into  the  eternal  fire  which 
is  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his 
angels’”.  There,  “the  worm  dieth 
not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched.” 
There,  “the  smoke  of  their  torment 
goeth  up  for  ever  and  ever.”  “Sin 
is  death  in  the  green;  death  is  sin 
dead  ripe.” 


The  message  of  the  Scripture  to 
the  unsaved  and  saved  regarding 
sin  is  a  plea  for  repentance.  John 
the  Baptist  preached  in  the  wilder- 
^  ness  of  Judea,  “Repent  ye;  for  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand.” 

I  “From  that  time  began  Jesus  to 
preach,  and  to  say,  “Repent  ye 
therefore,  and  turn  again,  that  your 
sins  may  be  blotted  out.”  To  the 
church  in  Ephesus  came  the  com¬ 
manding  voice  of  God  saying,  “But 
I  have  this  against  thee,  that  thou 
didst  leave  thy  first  love.  Remem¬ 
ber  therefore  whence  thou  are  fallen, 
and  repent  and  do  the  first  works.” 
Luther  said,  “sin  in  us  is  like  the 
beard;  we  are  shaved  today,  and  to¬ 
morrow,  behold;  ’tis  grown  again. 
The  greatest  need  in  our  churches 
today,  as  well  as  out  in  the  world, 
is  not  better  buildings,  as  important 
as  they  are;  nor  more  education,  as 
essential  as  that  is;  nor  a  dozen 
other  things;  but  the  greatest  need 
is  genuine  repentence  from  sin.  A 
revival  of  repentence  would  mean 
that  Christians  would  be  aggressive 
against  sin  and  for  Christ  in  deed 
and  word.  It  would  mean  that  God 
could  and  would  give  the  revival 
for  which  we  plan,  pray,  and  pre¬ 
pare.  It  would  further  mean  the 
salvation  of  legions  of  souls.  Sin — 
this  is  the  necessity  of  the  message. 
“For  the  wages  of  sin  is  death;  but 
the  free  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life 
in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.”

and  said  “With  his  stripes  we  are 
healed."  The  promise  became  a 
reality;  anti  when  John  saw  him,  he 
exclaimed,  ''Behold,  the  Lamb  of 
God,  that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the 
world.”  God  spoke  again;  this  time 
he  said,  “This  is  my  beloved  Son(  in 
whom  I  am  well  pleased.”  This  in¬ 
cident  reveals  Jesus,  God  the  son,  as 
the  person  of  the  message,  dwelling 
among  us. 

“God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he 
gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that 
whosoever  believeth  on  him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life.’ 
“The  Son  of  Man  came  not  to  be 
ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and 
to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many.” 
“The  Son  of  Man  came  to  seek  and 
to  save  that  which  was  lost.”  In 
his  life  he  was  able  not  to  sin.  In 
his  teaching  and  preaching  there  is 
a  positive  note  of  love  and  redemp¬ 
tion,  and  those  who  hear  him  now 
recognize,  as  did  his  contemporaries, 
that  “he  taught  them  as  one  having 
authority,  and  not  as  their  scribes." 
But  if  he  is  to  save  the  lost,  he  must 
die  in  their  stead,  “the  righteous 
for  the  unrighteous.”  And  so  he 
revealed  that  “the  Son  of  Man  shall 
be  delivered  unto  the  chief  priests 
and  the  scribes;  and  they  shall  con¬ 
demn  him  to  death,  and  shall  deliver 
him  unto  the  Gentiles;  and  they 
shall  mock  him,  and  shall  spit  upon 
him,  and  shall  scourge  him,  and 
shall  kill  him;  and  after  three  days 
he  shall  rise  again.” 


Since  “all  have  sinned,  and  fall 
short  of  the  glory  of  God,”  man 
must  pay  the  penalty  for  his  sin  in 
hell,  or  else  some  sinless  one  must 
satisfy  the  righteous  law  of  God  in 
his  stead.  God  spoke  and  revealed 
the  plan  of  his  heart  for  the  re¬ 
demption  of  man :  “And  I  will  put 
enmity  between  thee  and  the  woman, 
and  between  thy  seed  and  her  seed; 
he  shall  bruise  thy  head,  and  thou 
shalt  bruise  his  heel.”  This  faint 
word  concerning  the  person  of  the 
message  became  brighter,  and  Isaiah 
saw  him  as  the  suffering  Servant 


Will  you  not  observe  as  they  take  0 
him  from  his  prayer  place;  as  they  s 
falsely  accuse  him,  and  hurry  him  s 
through  a  half  dozen  trials  that  ( 
mocked  the  law;  and  then  as  they  j 
nail  him  to  the  cross  to  suffer  and  , 
die.  Oh,  how  the  man  Jesus  must  , 
have  shrunk  from  this  hour!  No  , 
wonder  he  had  prayed,  “Father,  if  , 
it  be  possible,  let  this  cup  pass  away 
from  me.”  The  wildest  imagination 
can  not  conceive  of  the  physical  tor¬ 
ture  of  those  six  hours.  As  the 
wounds  swelled  about  the  rough 
nails,  as  the  lacerated  tendons  and 
nerves  became  more  and  more  sensi¬ 
tive,  and  as  an  insufferable  thirst 
caused  agony  beyond  comprehen¬ 
sion.  But  we  are  not  to  think  this 
to  be  his  greatest  agony.  The  sins 
of  men  are  sharper  to  his  conscious¬ 
ness  than  were  the  nails.  “Him  who 
knew  no  sin  he  made  to  be  sin  on 
our  behalf.”  All  the  sins  of  every 
man,  of  every  generation,  of  every 
age,  from  the  first  man  Adam  to 
the  last  man  to  be  bom  of  woman, 
where  imputed  to  Jesus.  No  wonder 
he  cried:  “Eli,  Eli,  lama  sabach- 
thani?  that  is,  My  God,  my  God,  why 
hast  thou  forsaken  me”?  No  won¬ 
der  the  sun  seased  to  give  her  light; 
no  wonder  the  earth  trembled  be¬ 
neath  unhallowed  feet;  Jesus  the 
lamb  of  God  was  dying  in  the  stead 
1  of  every  sinner,  “that  we  might  be- 
i  come  the  righteousness  of  God  in 
i  him.”  It  will  be  meaningless  to  you 
t  unless  you  know'  that  it  was  for  you, 
l  as  it  was  for  me,  he  died.  Then  we 
1  will  join  Isaac  Watts  as  he  said:

had  given  instructions  as  to  the  duty  cl 
and  privilege  of  the  saved.  "Come  p: 
unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  tl 
heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you  t< 
rest”  is  his  loving  appeal.  “And  the  ij 
Spirit  and  the  bride  say,  ‘Come’.  fi 
And  he  that  heareth,  let  him  say,  ii 
‘Come’.  And  he  that  is  athrist,  let  n 
him  come;  he  that  will,  let  him  take  I 
the  water  of  life  freely”  is  his  uni-  s 
versal  invitation.  William  Cowper  s 
spoke  rightly  when  he  said:  t 

“There  is  a  fountain  filled  with  blood  1 
Drawn  from  Immanuel’s  veins;  1 

And  sinners,  plunged  beneath  that  1 
flood, 

Lose  all  their  guilty  stains.”  1 

To  those  who  have  been  washed  > 
in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  Jesus 
said:  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  make  1 
disciples  of  all  the  nations,  baptiz¬ 
ing  them  into  the  name  of  the 
Father  and  the  Son  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit;  teaching  them  to  ob¬ 
serve  all  things  whatsoever  I  com¬ 
manded  you.”  The  last  thing  he  said 
before  leaving  this  earth  was  “ye 
shall  be  my  witnesses  both  in  Jeru¬ 
salem,  and  in  all  Judea  and  Samaria, 
and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth.”  It  is  our  matchless  privilege 
to  tell  others  of  Jesus  and  of  His 
power  tq'  save  from  sin  and  hell;  and 
of  his  invitation  to  every  man  to  be 
saved  by  his  grace.  Then  those 
saved  will  tell  others,  and  so,  on  and 
on  it  goes.  God  help  us  that  we 
may  live  Christ,  the  person  of  the 
message,  because  “one  example  is 
worth  a  thousand  arguments.”  Grant 
that  we  may  declare  the  whole  coun¬ 
cil  of  God  in  word,  deed,  and  dis¬ 
position.

that  it  is  hard  for  people  to  live. 

Everywhere  the  people  are  ready 
to  hear  the  Gospel  it  seems,  and 
many  of  the  indifferent  Christians 
have  been  revived,  and  have  become 
active  witnesses  for  the  Lord.  \  ou 
should  hear  the  prayers  of  many  of 
the  Christians — confession  of  indi¬ 
vidual  and  national  sins,  and  a  rec¬ 
ognition  of  God’s  justice  in  allowing 
this  war  with  all  its  suffering,  and 
always  a  prayer  for  the  Japanese. 

Generalissimo  Chiang  Kai-shek 
and  Mrs.  Chiang  certainly  need  the 
prayers  of  all  Christians  that  they 
may  have  the  strength  and  wisdom 
to  stand  out  before  the  world  as  de¬ 
pending  on  the  Lord,  recognizing 
their  own  insufficiency,  but  trusting 
in  the  sufficiency  of  the  Lord,  and 
giving  Him  the  glory. 

But  I  did  not  finish  about  Mo 
Kwong  Home  for  Blind  Girls.  I 
want  to  ask  whether  some  of  the  so¬ 
cieties  or  individuals  somewhere 
might  not  wish  to  send  me  dolls — 
a  few  big  ones — so  the  blind  girls 
can  knit  sweater  suits  and  dress 
them  to  sell.

moved  out  at  once  and  no  place  to 
go.  When  I  arrived  there  it  did 
look  as  if  we  were  up  against  a 
blank  wall,  but  somehow  the  Lord 
had  given  me  the  assurance  that  He 
would  provide,  so  I  was  not  worried. 

I  cannot  now  tell  you  all  the  details 
of  the  really  marvelous  way  in  which 
a  house,  or  rather  the  second  and 
third  floors  of  a  house,  came  into 
view,  and  how  all  the  difficulties 
were  removed  one  after  another,  un¬ 
til  at  last  we  have  them  moved  into 
a  fairly  comfortable  place.  Many 
thanks  to  Mr.  Galloway  and  Miss 
Bryan.  It  is  even  more  crowded 
than  where  we  were,  and  costs  much 
more.  We  have  to  pay  $55.00  per 
month  rent  but  I’ooi  Ching  School 
has  promised  to  help  $20.00  per 
month  (they  rented  the  other  place 
from  under  us),  so  that  leaves  us 
$35.00.  Yet  everyone  seems  happy 
and  contented  to  do  with  a  little 
less  to  eat,  that  the  extra  expenses 
may  be  met.  We  are  praising  the 
Lord  for  this,  another  proof  of  His 
loving  care  and  keeping.

P.  S.  Since  writing  the  above, 
there  has  come  an  S.  O.  S.  call  for 
me  to  go  to  Macao  and  see  what 
could  be  done  about  a  place  for  Mo 
Kwong  Home.  The  landlord  has 
suddenly  asked  for  the  house  so  he 
can  rent  it  to  a  school,  anti  there 
is  nowhere  for  the  blind  girls  to  go. 
The  Christians  over  there,  and  Mr. 
Galloway  especially,  have  been  do¬ 
ing  all  they  could  to  find  a  place, 
bu>  so  far  nothing.  We  have  been 
paying  $25.00  per  month  rent,  but 
anything  vacant  at  all  is  from  $55.00 
to  $75.00  per  month,  and  so  far  we 
have  found  nothing  suitable  at  any 
price. 

Mo  Kwong  Home  is  not  under  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board,  but  is  car¬ 
ried  on  with  their  approval,  and  was 
under  the  loving  care  of  Mrs. 
Graves  for  many,  many  years.  It 
is  certainly  a  piece  of  real  mission¬ 
ary  work.  Blind  girls  are  not  want¬ 
ed,  and  are  often  thrown  away  or 
sold  for  evil  purposes.  And  so  this 
work  is  very  much  on  our  hearts, 
but  not  so  much  so  as  it  is  on  the 
loving  heart  of  the  Son  of  God  who 
gave  Himself  to  die  for  them  even 
as  for  others. 

May  the  Lord  bless  you  as  you 
labor  together  with  us  in  your  pray¬ 
ers  to  God  for  this  work,  and  for 
Pooi  In  Bible  Training  School,  and 
for  us  individually.
